concealment. 


Incidents such as the drilling of 


troops indicated in Bublin dispatches 
today are in no wise rare and are 
well known to the military authori- 
ties. 
The authorities are not inter- 


lenng. apparently agreeing with the 
Sinn Feiners that such operations are 
noi technical breaches of the truce. 


The Times correspondent saye, how. 


ever, that the authorities cannot be 
expected to overlook the significance 
ts£ these preparations and that

Eeems unlikely they wil! sanction a 
general release oC the 3,600 interned 
men unless they are given I-eat enable 
assurance that civil warfare will not 
be resumed.

PHENOMENAL YEAR 


FOR WORLD CROPS 


Abundant Grain Despite Heat; 


Frail Crops Greatly Reduc- 


ed, However 


Washington, Oct. 3. — Phenomenal 


heat accumulation which has mark- 
ed weather conditions alt over the 
northern hemisphere this year has 
produced equally remarkable and er- 
ratic outputs OC agricultural crops, 
according to summaries of American 
and foreigne production complied for 
and by the agriculture department. 
The world'3 grain 
crops, 
curiously 


enough, came to abundant fruition In 
spite of drouth and heat which per- 
sisted all during the growing season. 
The world in 1921, Up to Septehiber 
30, it was indicated, would have a 
total wheat crop "157,000,000 greater 
than in 1S20. 


By another freak, fruit crops, al- 


'most in a world-wide sense met havoe 
from, cold in a season which has set 
new records everywhere 
for 
solar 


heat. This paradox was occasioned 
by the fact that last February the 
sun got at its work of bringing spring, 
weeks-tn advance of normal, and trees 
and shrubs responded by budding out 
and finally coming into flower and 
blooming by March in nearly all areas 
where Iruit ds grown. Frost could not 
be averted on al! nights, however, 
and this .year the United States will 
produce about 109,000,000 bushels of 
apples against 244,000,000 bushels in 
1920, Only the orchards Of the Pacific 
coast 
Korthern New England 
and 


Northern New 1'ork escaped. 


Cotton, however, suffered greatly, 


and the agriculture department ex- 
perts assign the weather as perhaps 
the principal cause tor a SO per cent 
reduction in output. • 


As to the causes of the heat ac- 


cumulation, the weather bureau sug- 
gest that 'the usual seasonal inter- 
change o£ air between the polar and 
tropical regions this year badly dis- 
arranged atmospheric pressure dis- 
tribution, although any certainty on 
the subject is hardly possible.

Prohibition Question Is Declared

Indianapolis, Oct. 3- — Although re- 


fusing 
to 
condemn the 
American 


legion because ot alleged strike break- 
ing activities by some of Its members, 
the convention, of the United Mine 
Workers ot America today adopted a 
resolutions committee report calling 
on. legion officials to "pot their house 
in order," The action came after sev- 
eral delegates had appealed vehement- 
ly for the convention to put on rec- 
ord its unqualified condemnation ot 
the legion. 


Among other resolutions adopted 


were thoie favoring immediate na- 
tionalization ot coal mines and rail- 
roads, 
the repeal o£ the espionage 


laws and amnesty for all "political 
prisoners." and self-determination for 
Ireland. • 


The convention side-stepped taking 


a. stand on prohibition, when the issue 
was brought up by resolutions favor- 
ing light wines and beer. No action 
was taken on these- resolutions, the 
committee advising against such a 
course with a statement that the pro- 
hibition question "is purely 'a social 
question" on whtch each citizen has 
his own views. 


Resolutions regarded by delegates 


as manifesting radical tendencies were 
rejected outright. The Idea of "on3 
big union" of workers, the affiliation 
of the mine workers with the Inter- 
national Council of Trade and Indus- 
trial' unions to develop working class 
solidarity, and the calling ctf a con- 
vention by American trade unions to 
form one organization having as its 
object the abolition of capital and 
the establishment of a workers' In-

Washington,—A tendency to tighten 


the restrictions on the hunting of 
birds and big gamu Is noted In the 
game laws for lOil, a summary of 
which, both federal mid state, Iius been 
compiled by the federal biological sur- 
vey. Among the nocuble chances made 
during the present yenr was the 
amending of the migratory bird trtnty 
act regulations with respect to (Ag 
limits. 


This amendment provides that the 


dftfjy bag limit of any person shall 
now Include "nil birds taken by any 
other person who for litre accompanies 
or assists him In taking migratory 
birds." Tills will put an end to the 
abuse of privileges under the regula- 
tions regarding the prescribed dully 
bag i Units by persona who cluim that 
birds were killed by "guldes accom- 
panying them. 


Waterfowl Season. 


The federal waterfowl season for 


California was fixed from October 1 
to January 15, replacing the old sea- 
son of October }6 to January 31, the 
season now being the same under both 
federal and state laws. Regulation 0, 
governing the 
Issuance of 
federal 


scientific permits, was amended to 
permit the issuance of limited and spe- 
cial permits. 


State legislation harmonized federal 


and state laws on waterfowl and shore 
birds In Kansas and Oregon, and on 
waterfowl In Pennsylvania nnd Rhode 
Island; Washington prescribed a state- 
wide open season on all migratory 
gnn»e birds from October 1 to January 
15, thus deviating from the federal 
regulations, which supersede the state 
law, east of the Cascade mountains, 
where It will now be possible to hunt 
mieratory game birds only from Octo- 
ber 1 to December 31. without violat- 
ing either federal or state law; in 
Idaho th<? open season on migratory 
game birds has been shortened under 
state law two weeks by opening1 Octo- 
ber 1, Instead' of September 1C, and 
extending to December Si.

However, tbe greatest 
Initial victory cornea with the plans 
which have been Jointly adopted by the 
French parliament and the City of 
Paris for the new "university city," a 
distinctly hygienic Institution to be 
built near Montsoarla park, within tbe 
city limits. French schools up to now 
have not been noted for facilities of 
hygiene. 
The new "university city" 


wll] consist of bouses three stories 
high, with lawns and gardens laid be- 
tween, and in the very center of U>e 
architectural group -nill be a large 
building 
containing shower baths, 


swimming pools, a gymnasium, music 
auditorium nnd library. Students at 
present cooped and crowded In the 
aged, unsanitary student quarter on 
the left bunk of the Seine will have 
in the "university city" all the facili- 
tte" for IhSng. srudjtng and sleeping 
In all the fresh air that tb« high 
Mont sour Is region and modem hy- 
gienic prtnHples can give them. They 
will be encouraged to sleep with open 
windowr facing spacious places per- 
fumed with flowers nnd plants. 


Under Protest. 


The pilce for student lodgings In 


this modern clly of learning will be 
about $JO n jear. Although a general 
director will be appointed. Ills author- 
ity. It U announced, will be limited, 
Students will not be treated as pen- 
sionaries, nor cloistered monks.

jlty freih air training Info the old 
homestead Is yet to be seen
